Programme 


Graduate  nurses  interested  in  rehabilitation  nurs- 
ing are  invited  to  submit  application  to  a four 
week  course  in  Rehabilitation  Aspects  of  Nursing. 
Registration  will  be  limited  to  25  nurses  who  are 
prepared  to  give  leadership  in  this  field.  The 
course  is  designed  for  nurses  responsible  for  direct 
patient  care,  for  teachers  in  schools  of  nursing, 
and  supervisors  of  nursing  service.
